did vſe to goe in ſioe ſkicted Coates: There is (ſayd 
an old man tvat ſat by) an other reaſon that J haue 
beard , that is this. In the time of the Saxons Con- 
queſt of England, there were diners of our Country X 
men flaine by {reachery , which wade thoſe that ſur⸗ 
uiued moze carefull in dealing with their cnemics, as 
you ſhall heare. .

Fter Robin had traumilcd a good dayes tourny
